Judge Gardiner said he per­ 
sonally has some $125.000 inves­ 
ted in the tidal lands, and he 
and his associates pay approx­ 
imately $11.000 per year in taxes 
on them.

Garbage Use 


Urged As Fuel 
For Desalting 


Nuclear Power 
Called Not Only 
Source Of Energy 


SAN FRANCISCO UP— 
T he use of garbage and 
refuse instead of nuclear 
energy in a national water 
desalting program is sug­ 
gested by the head of a 
New ^ ork engineering 
firm. 


Kenneth A. Roe, presi­ 
dent of Burns and Roe. 
Inc., made the suggestion yes­ 
terday in a panel discussion on 
nuclear power for saline water 
conversion at the annual con­ 
ference of the Atomic Industrial 
Forum. 
"It is obvious that there Is 
no magic in Ihe use of nuclear 
reactors as an energy source 
for desalting water," Roe de­ 
clared. 


POPULATION CENTERS 


Pointing to “the problem of 
nuclear hazards in population 
renters" where desalted water 
would be needed, Roe said gar­ 
bage and refuse should be con­ 
sidered as an alternate energy 
source for 
plants 
producting 
both power and desalted water. 
An abundant supply of gar­ 
bage and refuse should always 
be available in the area that 
requires water, 
the engineer 
said. 
Hoe suggested that "a very 
attractive 
set 
of 
economics 
could be developed for dual pur­ 
pose plants fired by this means" 
with 
refuse costing 
virtually 
nothing and the water being de­ 
salted almost free as it comes 
; from the ocean or brackish 
source.

By ROBERT M. COPPfK K 
The Corte Madera Town Coun­ 
cil will sit next Monday night 
to consider one of the toughest 
slope conservation policies ever 
proposed in Marin County. 
“ The dramatic thing is that 
everybody has taken our green 
hillsides for granted,” comment­ 
ed town Mgr. Arthur 11. Hran- 
dow “ Now they're afraid there 
might he another Mari n 
Estates “ 
The ordinance, drafted and re­ 
drafted bv the town planning 
consultants, Livingstone and 
Blayney, will go far to preserve 
green in some places No tree 
with a trunk diameter of more 
than three inches may be cut, 
unless it is on the building site. 
The ordinance also restricts 
the amount of land on a sloping 


lot that can he cleared at all, 
Even diseased brush or trees 
may not he removed without 
approval by the town hoard of 
design, according to the pro­ 
posal. 
Unusually narrow roads will 
he allowed, and unusually steep 
ones. These standards were 
rased in the ordinance to reduce 
the number of hillside nits, 
brandow explained. 
If the ordinance is adopted 
pavement 22 feet wide will be 
allowed on most streets, but no 
filling will be allowed on the 
downhill side of the street. 
Downhill filling means more 
tree 
removal, 
Brandow 
ex­ 
plained, and trees downhill from 
the road are expected to conceal 
the road cuts. 
The ordinance will require 


curbs on both sides of every 
street, but allow the town engi­ 
neer (who is Brandow) to de­ 
cide where si dewal ks aie 
needed. 
The slope policy, at In the 
policy of Marin County, will re­ 
quire lot sizes to increase as 
the steepness of the slope in­ 
creases. hut the Corte Madera 
proposal sets a maximum lot 
si/e of one acre. There Is also 
a maximum amount of land that 
may he cleared for a house site 
and yard: 8.000 square feet 
The minimum lot size will he 
either 7.500 square feet, on the 
usual residential /one. or 20,000 
square feel in the large lot zone 
Relatively little of the town 
will he included in the new hill­ 
side zone, If the council approves 
it. 
One large area is 100 acres 
called Redwood Heights, near 
the boundary of Mill Valley An­ 
other is 200 acres above Marin 
! Estates, most of which is out- 
| side the town hut expected 
to annex to Corte Madera.

Serious Study Is Needed 
Of Smog-Control Devices 


The California Motor Vehicle Pollu* 
tion Control Board announces it will 
meet on Dec. 16 to decide whether ex­ 
haust controls on used cars are an un­ 
due cost burden on the motorist at the 
present time. 
And this, in the face of a still unre­ 
solved controversy over the mandatory 
installation of the first gadget— crank­ 
case devices on all models since 1950. 
We contend that used car owners 
should not be saddled with more and 
more attachments that mean excessive 
expense in installation, upkeep and re­ 
pairing engine damage. 
We feel the burden of controlling 
auto smog should be shifted, more on 
manufacturers of cars and less on own­ 
ers of cars that have long left the fac­ 
tory. 
To get the picture straight, we need 
to keep in mind that there are two 
basically different gadgets that are be­ 
ing forced on the used car owners. 
1. The crankcase device. 
Mandatory installation of these has 
already started. Complaints on these 
devices have been loud and wide­ 
spread. Installation cost is about $13 
to $20. Car smog officials say the cost 
of maintenance is about $5 per year. 
Actually, it may run much higher. 
2. The exhaust control device. 
The latter is not yet mandatory. The 
decision is expected Dec. 16, when the 
Motor Vehicles P o l l u t i o n Control 
Board meets. 
Device No. 2 (exhaust control) is far 
more expensive than device No. 1 


(crankcase control). Motor Vehicle Pol­ 
lution 
Control 
officials 
themselves 
recognize this. By their own figures, 
Device No. 2 will cost more than $100 
to install and at least $50 per year to 
maintain. That is five to 10 times more 
expensive than device No. 1. 
We say: Nix to Device No. 2 (ex­ 
haust controls) on used cars. 


Furthermore, unless the bugs in de­ 
vice No. 1 (crankcase devices) are iron­ 
ed out, the legislators should seriously 
consider repealing the law that makes 
crankcase devices mandatory on all 
cars since 1950. 
It is becoming more evident t h a t 
complaints against crankcase devices 
are not just imaginary ills. They are 
real, and they are hitting the pocket- 
books of California motorists. 
California cars have come factory- 
equipped with crankcase devices since 
1961 models. Motor vehicle pollution 
officials say that California cars will 
come factory-equipped with exhaust 
controls, starting with 1966 models. 
This is as it should be. Responsibil­ 
ity of meeting smog standards should 
rest with the manufacturers. Competi­ 
tion will then force car makers to turn 
out relatively smog-free and mainte­ 
nance-free vehicles, or lose trade to 
competitors. 


Why make the law retroactive to 
compel owners of 1950 cars to install 
and maintain expensive devices, espe­ 
cially when such gadgets can have 
harmful effects on the engine?

SPADE TRICK 
“ My partner had to lose an­ 
other spade trick, a diamond, 
and a club. If 1 had passed him 
at three hearts he would have 
made a healthy part score in­ 
stead of going down one trick. 


“ What is the law on this sub­ 
ject? Am I allowed to pass?” 


The laws have nothing to do 
with the case. It is a principle 
of good bidding that you respect 
your partner’s forcing bids. It 
was therefore “ correct” to keep 
the bidding open until game 
was reached. 


BETRAY CONFIDENCE 
When you pass a forcing bid, 
you betray your partner’s confi­ 
dence. If this happens to turn 
out well for your side, your 
opponents may think that you 
have more luck than brains, but 
they have no right to holler for 
the police. 


Incidentally, the bidding was 
reasonable enough. Four hearts 
is a good contract and should be 
made against average defense. 


South wins the first trump, 
takes the top spades and leads 
a third spade. Instead of ruff­ 
ing, he discards a club from 
dummy. West’s best defense is 
to lead another trump. 


FOURTH SPADE 
South wins and leads a fourth 
spade, discarding another club 
from dummy. Now West must 
lead a diamond so that East can 
win and lead a third trump. 
Otherwise South will manage to 
ruff a club In dummy and thus 
make his game contract. 


A good player is willing to be 
in a game contract if It takes 
a bad suit break and also a 
perfect defense to beat him. 


DAILY QUESTION 
Partner opens with tw j ipades, 
and the next player passes. 


You hold:

Answer: Bid three spades. 


You hope to reach a slam, but 
there is no need to make a vio­ 
lent bid.

Despotic, and so self-opinion­ 
ated that many consider him a 
megalomaniac, Dr. Banda has 
one saving g r a c e in the eyes 
of the Western world. That is 
h is rejection of overtures by 
Bed ( hina which is m a k i n g 
a determined effort to infiltrate 
its (Yimmunist ideologies i n t o 
Africa. 
The question now is: How long 
can President Banda get away 
with it? 


He began riding thr Chinese 
tiger s o o n after Nyasaiand 
became independent Mal awi 
in July. Hr announced (hen 
t h a t his country was nn its 
guard against communists in­ 
volved in a “second struggle 
for Africa.” 


Banda f o l l o w e d this up in 
.September by alleging that Red 
China’s embassy in Dar es ,Sa- 
l a a m (capital of Tanganyika) 
was behind a conspiracy involv­ 
ing some of his ministers. The 
Chinese, he charged, had also 
offered Malawi a loan of 50 mil­ 
lion dollars if Malawi would rec- 


i ogni/e Communist C hina. 


“The CTiinese and some Afri- 
! cans who hate me are out to 
create trouble. Some p e o p l e 
have been trying to hire witch­ 
doctors to cause my death, but 
the witch-doctors have refused 
i to conspire to harm m e,” he told 
a public meeting. “ I am a prime 
minister with a spine,” he added 
“I am not a jellyfish type, afraid 
of my subordinates.” 


II. KAMI 7X BANDA 
Riding a tiger 


Randa followed up his fight­ 
ing t a l k w i t h a wholesale 
sacking of his cahinet minis­ 
ters. This resulted in pitched 
battles, between pro and anti- 
Banda forces, in the capital 
town of Zomba. and the dec­ 
laration t h e r e of a state of 
emergency. 


In October — after four minis­ 
ters had fled the country, and 
another was restricted to a four- 
mile radius of his home—Banda 
did a whistle-stop tour of Ma­ 
lawi, announcing; 


” 1 am a man of God. A God 
of the Christians and the Mus­ 
lims is going to protect me. and 
I am going to be m Zomba ,in- 
other 20 years.” 


Now, having purged his civil 
service, Banda il busy roorgan- 
ing his government. 


Meanwhile, some of his for­ 
mer ministers have been hav­ 
ing talks with important Chi­ 
nese Communists in Dar es 
Salaam 
on how 
the 
Banda 
regime can he oxerthrown. 


In mid-October they seemed 
to be having considerable suc­ 
cess in winning support for their 
cause from the Tanganyika gov­ 
ernment.

ternal affairs. 


Today the intrigue goes on. 
The Chinese are doing all they 
can to help Malawi's former ed­ 
ucation minister. Henry Chip- 
embere. to overthrow the Banda 
regime and take over the coun­ 
try's 
leadership, 
assisted 
by 
former foreign minister, Kan- 
yama Chiume. Both men are 
now in Dar es Salaam. 


The coming weeks are expect­ 
ed to indicate whether Banda 
can continue to ride the Chinese 
tiger -or must carry it around 
on his back.

LISBON (WPS) — The Portu­ 
guese believe they have won 
the battle of Angola and turned 
the 
course 
of 
the 
winds 
of 
change in Africa. 
Angola will not go the way of 
A l g e r i a , Portuguese officials 
assert with conviction. 
The government of Premier 
Antonio de Oliveira S a l a z a r 
feels it has stemmed the tide of 
African nationalism in Angola 
by: Firm military action along 
the b o r d e r , energetic socio­ 
economic development inside the 
territory, and just plain persis­ 
tence. 


Angola, which is twice the 
size of Texas, has been under 
Portugese rule for 500 years. 
About five million 
Africans 
and 250.000 Europeans inhabit 
this territory rich in diamonds, 
iron ore, 
petroleum, fishing 
and farming. 


“ In a few months time the 
last remaining zones of insecur­ 
ity in northern Angola should be 
eliminated,” a high Portuguese 
official declared recently. 
Military sources, more cau­ 
tious, have made no forecasts 
about putting an end to the 
guerrilla war in Angola which 
broke out in 1961, but they ac­ 
knowledge 
that 
their 
activity 
now is largely police operation. 
The most eloquent indication 
: of a return to normalcy in the 
once terror-ridden territory is 
the 
current 
economic 
boom 
there. 


Last year’s record favorable 
trade balance of 18.5 million 
dollars is expected to continue 
upward this year. Industrial 
production has risen 50 per 
cent in the past four years. 


Angola, major coffee producer 
in Africa, was estimated to ex­ 
port a record total of 80 million 
dollars in coffee this year, with 
60 per cent going to the United 
States. Much of the coffee pro­ 
duction comes from the area 
recently known as the “rotten 
: triangle” of terrorism. 
Another sign of restored se­ 
curity in Angola is the new 
campaign to draw tourists to 
that little-known West African 
! territory.

have some 
solid reasons for their present 
optimism about the situation in 
Angola, although it is highly 
uncertain just how 
long any 
status quo can last on the Afri­ 
can continent these days. 


Militarily, 
t h e 
Portuguese 
have the upper hand because 
they have been able to seal off, 
to 
a 
large 
extent, 
Angola’s 
northern border, once a free 
thoroughfare for guerrillas com­ 
ing from the Congo. 


Guerrillas still filter across 
the border, but sporadically 
now, and only in groups of 
three or four, according to 
authorized Portugese sources. 


Guerrillas, who at one time 
occupied 
some 
70.000 
square 
miles of rough mountain area 
in northern Angola, are said to 
be reduced now to a few iso­ 
lated pockets. Their forces are 
estimated by Portugal to be 
about 3.000 to 4,000. 
A 
major factor behind the 
decline of the rebel forces is 
the increased difficulty of ob­ 
taining food supplies and arma­ 
ments across the closely guard­ 
ed border. Guerrilla action now 
is reportedly limited to raids on 
native villages for food. 
The most serious handicap to 
I Angolan nationalist action, how­ 
ever, has been the bitter strug­ 
gle between the two main na­ 
tionalist movements. These are 
the Union of Angolan Peoples 
(UF’A), headed by Holden Ro­ 
berto who has the support of 
some private American inter­ 
ests, and the Popular Movement 
| for 
the Liberation of Angola 
j (MPLA), led by leftist Dr. Agos- 
tinho Neto. 


With 
the 
help 
of 
former 
Premier 
Cyrille 
Adoula 
of 
I Congo 
Leopoldville. 
Roberto 
had set up his government-in- 
exile in the Congo and had 
taken the 
lead 
in guerrilla 
subversion in Angola. 


The rival MPLA moved to 
Congo Brazzaville and concen­ 


trated its efforts on the Portu­ 
guese enclave of Cabinda, but 
was too far from Angola proper 
to compete with the UPA forces. 
Now, according to Portugese 
intelligence, Roberto’s UPA is 
having 
serious 
difficulties 
in 
finding a base from which to 
pursue its operations in Angola. 
For Congo’s present Premier 
Moise Tshombe had declared 
publicly 
that 
he 
has enough 
trouble with his own rebels and 
wants the UPA to take Its strug­ 
gle into Angola, or at least out 
of the Congo, 
Portuguese officials consider 
that if Tshombe actually with­ 
draws his support from Roberto, 
the UPA will become virtually 
ineffectual. There are reports 
that Roberto is seeking to move 
to Brazzaville, but his chances

schedule here with public speak­ 
ing, Spanish, and physical edu­ 
cation rounding out her course. 
"By far the most interesting 
experience for me has been the 
recent elections,” Miss Barrien­ 
tos stated. "I favored Johnson 
and was so happy that he won. 
I was not sure of Goldwater and 
some of his ideas.” 
Miss Barrientos said that she 
formed this opinion by reading 
articles in both newspapers and 
magazines, talking with her 
American 
family 
and 
other 
friends, and by listening to the 
candidates themselves on tele­ 
vision. 
"In Chile everyone votes or 
they go to jail for 60 days, where 
here one has the option and 
often only a few people vote,” 
Miss Barrientos said. 
After driving on our modem 
highways, Miss Barrientos de­ 
cided that transportation was 
the main problem of Chile along 
with industrialization. "We have 
very poor roads in Chile and 
travel is difficult. The problem 
is made worse by the great 
length of Chile, over 6.000 miles. 
Also, the high Andes tend to 
lock off Chile from the rest of 
South America. 
Hosting the student are Dr.

Their daughter, Eleanor, 
is a senior at Redwood and 
hopes to visit Miss Barrientos 
when she returns to Chile.
